Carnotite and Tests.

ANSWER: (1.) No. (2.) There are 
many tests. Mix the ore (crushed) 
with dry quicklime; place in pan and 
heat gently; a globule of mercury will 
form in the bottom of the pan. A high 
heat is to be avoided. (8. Mining Re- 
porter of Denver gives the test fol- 
lowing for gold where panning is use- 
less: Pulverize the ore finely. add a 
dozen large flakes of iodine and about 
the same number of potassium todide 
granules; then about four ounces wa- 
ter. Shake or stir and let stand for a 
few hours. Take a piece of thin white 
blotting paper and saturate with the 
solution of lodine. Let the paper dry. 
Burn it and examine the color of the 
ashes. If purple in color, the mineral 
will contain some gold; if the paper is 
— the mineral will contain much 


gold. 

(4.) Carnotite occurs more plensifully 
than any other uranium mineral: it is 
obtained from and in the sandstone 
measures of Emery, Grand and other 
counties of Utah, and in the Paradox 
and Unaweep country near Gtand 
Junction, Colo., usually in a very low 
per cent. grade of ore, carrying vana- 
dium values also. Pure carnotite found, 
sparingly, in nature is of a canary yel- 
low color, massive and of a yellow 
crystalline powder. The massive va- 
riety easily crumbles and yields to the 
nail. Carnotite is a double vanadate of 
uranium and potassium, it is radio-ac- 
tive and with its powder alone radio- 
photographic plates are easily devel- 


oped. 

(5.) Yes. (Long's method.) Take ten 
c.c. of carbon disulphide tn a test tube, 
add four grams of fine sulphur, shake 
tube until all dissolves, then pour 80 
lution into a small beaker, which leave 
in a quiet place for spontaneous evap- 
oration. The sulphur separates in oc- 
tahedral crystals.

“witherite” (barium carbonate.) I send 
you by mail a sample which from your 
description may be the carbonate. 
Please give me your idea of the speci- 
men and also give me a test for with- 
erite.

ANSWER: our specimen is a good 
grade of “witherite.” It is of a vit- 
reous and resigous luster, gray in color 
(occurs also in white, pale brown and 
yellow.) Hardness, 4. Brittle. Massive, 
and reniform in structure. Specific 
gravity, 4.3. B. B., colors ame yellow- 
ish green and fuses to a bead. Alkaline 
after fusion. Dissolves in hydrochloric 
acid with effervescence. The hydro- 
choric acid solution diluted with half 
water precipitates, quickly, a white ba- 
rium sulphate, if sulphuric acid be 
added, drop by drop, as reagent.

VICTORIA (B. C.) Feb. 15.—The 
steamer Aorangi, which arrived today 
from Australia, brought news of dis- 
astrous bush fires in New South Wales.
